Michael Clark, Jr., ; 
Killed in Action 
—o— 

Word was received Wednesday 
night by Dr. Michael Clark, M.P. 
for Red Deer, that his eldest son 
Michael Clark had been killed at 
the front. Michael left here with 
the 187th as sergeant-major, but 
on being transferred to go over to 
France, reverted to the rank of a 
private and was later raised to the 
rank of a corporal. This is the 
second time he has been hit. The 
first time he received a bullet in 
the throat which narrowly missed 
cutting the jugular vein. He lea- 
ves a wife and two children, a 
girl of six and a boy of nine. Mrs. 
Clark is at present at the coast 
whither she was sent on account 
of a nervous breakdown. The 
children are with their grandfath- 
er, Dr. Clark, on the farm near 
Olds, 

Dr. Clark has two other sons at 
the front, one of whom spent a 
furlough in Canada a year ago af- 
ter getting out of the hospital.

Romnnoffs were Burned 


London, Sept. 19—The former 
Russian Empress and three princ- 
esses and two grand duchesses, 
whose names are not reported, 
were burned to death about a 
month after the Russian emperor 
was shot, acesiding to a story rea- 
ching England. The source of 
the story is given consideration in 
some quarters and an investigation 
has been started. 

After the former Russian em- 
peror was killed, whe women were 
taken to an isolated village, accor- 
ding to the present report, made 
prisoners in residence. They 
were there only a few days when 
a crowd of Bolsheviki attacked the 
house. The women _ barricaded 
the doors and the house was set 
on fire. All the persons in the 
house perished. 

There have been various reports 
as to the fate of the former emp- 
ress og Russia and her daughters. 
A London newspaper on Septem- 
ber 12, reported that she and her 
four daughters had been murdered 
by the Bolsheviki.
